Hall's bat- 
tery, which reijiMined al! day in one po- 
sition, was moveff to the from aeross thy 
river. Sloliiie's liullery \v;.s moved one-

C aiiby 
fearing that, in case of a chnr^'c upon 
Hall, Piuo's regiment of niiliiiti would not 
stand its ground (there being hut two, 
small companies of re^rulars with it) lie- 
tachod three companies of the Fifth iu- 
fantry, under Capt. WingtUe, to go in 
double quick tc its relief. This was a 
fatal error, fpr no sooner had these troops 
been sentayay than a body of the enemy, 
1,000 strong, was seen to emerge from 
the woods into the, clearing in front of 
McHoe, making directly for him. llu 
double loaded his guna with gra|)c and 
canister and tired .is rapidly as po.ssible on 
the advancing fue, bin Hu; di.ilance wa.s 
BO short that the pieces were aimed too 
high and did no execution. 

Kight on they c.-une in spite of opposi- 
tion, yelling like .so many deai/er.s of the 
infernal regions wh" hail just mmle tlicir 
escape. Arnieti with doiilileil liarreled 
shot guns, six-she lolers and Lowie-knives, 
they waited until al short raii^^o, wliou 
they dischargeil llieir .vhoi ;;iins at tbe 
artillerists with imirdcrons eiieet. Then 
when their guns were (■iiiniy tliey threw 
them away and iui.\ed with llie men al the 
cannon in a liuiKl-to hand eiicounier, using 
their pistoLs and kuives. Our men did all 
that flesh and blood could do to save iheir 
battery, but the odds wa-, more than four 
to one against them, and therefore in a 
fight of this kind but one tcrmiimlion wiis 
possible. Those who ivcro not killed or 
wounded were driven with their support- 
ers Into the river together. Many were 
shot In the water while crossing, and their 
bodies were carried awuy by the current. 
Those who escaped, when they reached 
the other side, reformed their ranks and 
marched away towards the fort, their own 
guns hurling shot and shell after them to 
expedite their movements. 

When C'anby saw that .McHae's battery 
was to bo charged liy the em iMv he .sent 
a ha.sty order for ^^'in.L^ale h reiiu u, but 
by the time that oiliciir got the crder he 
Lad all he could attend to in repulsing ii 
Btiuadron of cavalry that was charging 
him. They came on at a t,.U;i;p willi 
drawn sabres, maldng tlie woods i-esound 
with their u.suiil demoniac yells, Tlioy, 
no doubt, expected to scan: liic blue cotils 
into taking to llieir heels for .s,ilety, but 
that battalion hapjiened in be iiiinle of the 
kind of material that does not ilo lliat sort 
of fighting.. They stood their ground 
until the enemy was within tifly yards of 
thein, when the captain's voice rang out 
clear and sharp, "Firel" and the repoi-t 
which followed was as if one man had 
pulled all tho triggers at once. When the 
imoke cleared away we looked for one 
moment at the heap of dead and wountlcd 
horses and' men, iint saw no enemy to op- 
pose us. A seconil order to retiiiii now 
came from C'anbj', almost insttintly fol- 
lowed by aiiolher .'^ay ing thai Ihe battery j 
was gone and for us to fall btick acro.'.s 
the river as quickly as po.ssible.

Hjcplanation ;f "Pepper s Ghoat"- 
How Ventriloqu.'sm Is Performed. 



TIio Glioat "materialized" by means 
of mirrors and Plato Claiia— 
How tbe KotltrlloquUt 
"Tlirow*" lila Voice.

The phenomena of optical illusion have 
been made use of to a consitierable extent 
upon the stage \\ ithin the hist few years. 
One of the most curious exhibitions of this 
sort is known as "'J^epper's Ghosts, " which 
takes its name from Mr. I'e)jper, an 
Kiiglish physicist, who <lrst conjured up 
the spook, and \o whom the original in- 
vention and munufaclure of a real specter 
must be attributed. The ghost in ques- 
tion is iKj "uuiteritili/.ed'' spirit, but, iil- 
tliough one sees it walk upon the stage 
and act its part, it is of so ininialeria! a 
constitution that the individual whom it 
cornea to haiuit cleaves it with his sword, 
as if it were so much empty air, and 
actually walks Uirough the spectre. 
When this marvel was urst exhibited in 
Loudon the public lloi ked to .see it, and 
griNil was the wonder thereat. The 
mystery is, however, easily explained. 

livery one has observed that a pane of 
window gla.sa, though transpurcnt, relleels 
the rays of light lo a eerttiiii extent, so 
that, while admitting the li;;hl from the 
street it reliiriis also a faint image of ob- 
jects in the room. If it is dark tnitsido 
the rellectioii is more distinct. When this 
is understood the explanation of the trick 
is very simiile. The actors on the stagu 
arc seen through a large plate of transpiir- 
enl glass, placed iu an inclined po.sitioii, 
and leaning toward the audience at an 
tingle of forty-live degrees. The trans- 
parency of the ghisa prevents the specta- 
tors ill the dim light from perciving it. 
Beneath the stage, out of sight, and facing 
a large mirror iiiclineti jiaralleJ with the 
plate of gla.ss above, is the rctil ligure of 
which the ghost is the "eidolon" or iina;,'e. 

Upon this ligure, out of the sight of the 
audieucc, is shown the vivid glare of an 
oxy-liydrogcn lime-light. When this light 
is lurnetl on, the illuminated figure is re- 
lleini d in the mirror, and from tlie mirror 
a bright image of the object Is cast upon 
the glass plate facing the audience. To 
the audience, however, this image does not 
aiipear as if thrown on the glass, but as if 
f^tanding some distance back on the stage, 
just as tlie retlection of objects Keen in a 
wiiulow pane seems projecled out into the 
street. Thus the rellection of a sheet clad 
figure below the stage may be made lo 
walk the boards, a very realistic sjiecter. 
The apptirilioniil and unsubstantial char- 
acter of the image 15 due to its seeming 
transparency and lo the manner in which 
it is caused to melt tiway by diminishing 
the brighluess of Lue light which falls on 
the real person. In the stune way a 
skeleton or other ghostly object may bo 
projected upon the singe. 

'1 his sort of spectre had been found re- 
markably eU'ectivp. when employed to 
represent the •jliost in '•llanilet. " The 
ellect of the old Dane's disembodied spirit, 
gliding across the stage and I'.nnlly vanish- 
ing, is extremely .weird. An cquallv real- 
istic elfect has been produced by tlie ap- 
jiearance of a real ghost of liunquo in 
JMiicbeth's chair when the latter, poiuting 
to the spectre, shrieks: "Thou canst not 
say I did it; never shake your gory locks 
ut mel" 

The human car might be regarded, from 
the same hypercritical s!and|i()inl, iis a de- 
fective instrument. It is true al all events 
lliut the ear is readily deceived, as the il- 
lusions of veutriloriuism elciudy prove. It 
is poi)ularl} supposed that the ventrilo 
(piist actually "throws" his voice so that 
the sounds are in reality made to emanate 
from any given point desired. The ab- 
surdity of this will at ouce appear if it bo 
considered that the sounds uttered are 
formed by the voctil organs of the per- 
former and can only proceed from them. 

The illusions of ventrijc'iuism depeiul 
entirely upon the inaccuracy of the ear in 
determining the [loint from which a sound 
einauates. If one is in a strange neighbor- 
hood and hears church bells rmging, it is 
frequently impossible for him to be sure 
from which point of tbfrcompa.sstliechime3 
reach the ear. If one is apprcacliing a 
street corner on foot and hears the iiuglo 
of the car bells on the cross-streets, lie is 
usually puzzled to know which way the 
till- is coining. 'I"he ventriloquist's art con- 
sists in so altering his natural voice as to 
give it when it reiiches the audience an 
artilicial elfect, which makes it appear as if 
ii c'tine from some point distant from its 
iietual source. 

Any one can, with practice, ventrilo 
(piise a little. The veul rdotjuial voice is 
produced by speaking behind the closed 
teeth, without moving the lips, the tongue 
being pressed against the roof of the 
mouth. An unnatural voice is 
the result, and tlitit, together with 
the immobiliiy of the" lips, is 
the first element of the deception. 
The attetitlon of the audience is directed 
to the point from which the sound is e.t- 
pectcd to proceed, and the ] erformcr so 
modulates his words that when they reach 
the audience they have as iie irly as ptjssiblo 
the same sound ell'ects as they would have 
if thoy proceed from the point indicated, 
The ventriloquisl prtleiids that there is a 
ni;io in a trunk ou tlie stage, and a smoth- 
ered \'oice is heard which tictually seems to 
(•nine from inside the truuk. lie shouts 
10 an iinagiiiiiiT person behind the Hies 
iiiul llie atiswcr is leturned faintly. 

'J'he ileceptiou depeiitls upon the cxpect- 
an' atti-nlion of tlic audience anil the skill 
with which the counterfeit sonnd-elTect;; 
art. produced. Tlic ear is not sulliciently 
accurate in determining the direction of a 
.sound to eiiiible the audience to be sure of 
ils exact source. Thus puppets are made 
to wag their jaws and appear to lalk while 
the ventriloquist, holding them on his 
knee, carries on a conversation in two or 
three assumed voices behind his teeth.

Merely warm the back by a lire, ami 
never Lontinue keo])ing the back exposed 
to heat after it has become comfortably 
warm. To do otherwise is debililfitiiig. 

\^ hen going from a warm atnlu.^]lhere 
into a cooler one keep tin: mouth closed so 
that the air may be warmed by ils iJiisstige 
through the nose ere it rctitihes the liing.s. 

.Neviir stand slid in cold weather, I'spc- 
eially after having ttiking a slight doijree 
of exercise; and always avoid slandiug ou 
ice or snow, or where the person is ex- 
posed to a cold wind.

'I'he 
stream runs in a continuous series of bold 
curves and angles, without one straight 
section of a dozen yards in its whole 
length. If pulled out straight it would bo 
forty times as long as tho valley. 

Of the forty-nine railways in ilussia 
only four use wood, uotwithstaudiiig 
every line runs more or less through im- 
mense forests.

BUaSIA AND AFGHANISTAN. 

Although KuHaia consants to concede 
2ulfikar pass, she will not have e. bound- 
ary line dr!\wn to the north of the pass 
directly eastward oo tlio nccoad range of 
hilb as proposed by tho English. There 
will bo little advantftgo iu asaignianto the 
ameur the Zulfikar pass ao Ioiir hh Russia 
would be loft in posacssioii of miiiiy otlior 
panes which can be easily made ptaotica- 
ole for artillery. There are at least four, 
which are-quite as good a» ZulGkar. It is 
laid that few miles to tho nurth there arc 
two very good passes — Oorenat and Du- 
hana, besides oiher defiles, whicli with a 
little oxpendituro of inunuy can be fairly 
pauablo military highwuya; r.tid it is ho- 
caiue Russia finds that, if she is pormit- 
ted to fix the boundary whore aho now 
proposes, she will be practically as well 
off without as with the Zulfikar pass, shu 
makes this proposal. The Af<,'hiuiB pua- 
aesi both sidoa of thu i'aropaiiiaiaiiH 
mouutaina, and these the auiour must rely 
apon as the only natural bulwark of his 
posaossiona on the northwest. Tho dan- 
ger is not ihe advance of the amcor upon 
ttuisian empire, but the contrary; and the 
natiiral defences ought to be left to the 
weaker party. It is all tho more just be- 
cause the whole of thesd regions formud, 
until the aggresoions of llussia began, a 
part of the ameer's territory. Tho Luii- 
don Advertiser says tho ameer has in a 
groat degree allowed the Indian gnvern- 
moQt to decide what hia northwestern 
frontier shall be, because he relies upon 
)he governmeiit of Indib to assist him in 
maintaining tho integrity of his dominion, 
and tho ijovornraont of India having do- 
clarod that these pusses should remain in 
his poaaeasion. PosBossiiig these inilitary 
and strategical coiisidoratioi'n, it ia nut 
likely that the English administration will 
agree to auy mora contracted or less de- 
fensible delimitation.

NOT ''THE FUOKEai' DESIGN." 

In an item in ye3'icf!}:;j-'« Times tho as- 
sertion ia made that "while tha jiy;;-"'- 
inent undoubtedly adopted the lovvoab 
tender they at tha anms time adopted tho 
poorest design for Point Ellico bridge." 
Will the Times explain h.jw it canios to 
know that such ia the easuf Wo are in a 
position to state that ua usual thu Times 
is fibbing. The design adopted, whilu not 
as massive as one or two of those accom- 
panying the highest tenders, (ono having 
been for an all-iron bridge) w.t3 not only 
not the poorest, but was a great deal bat- 
ter and stronger than that uccompiinying 
the next luRrest tender which would have 
taken $5000 more to build: and in com- 
parison with the design adopted by Mr. 
Adams, the lowest local tenderer, it was 
neither better nor .vorae, it being of tho 
lame class. Mr. Adams did luil oond in a 
plan but tendered on plans and Hpucitica- 
tiont adopted by the government for the 
Thompson river bridgu nn which tenders 
were called last winter. The designs of 
the.two bridges ace similar, the one being 
as good as tho other. Mr. Adams' tendor, 
however, was §7000 higher than that 
which was accepted and who will say, 
outside of the Times and Standard and 
Mr. Adams, who will dare toaay — that the 
goternment did wrong in socunng atich 
a bridge at such a coat? Tho Times mast 
tndseiftM) hard pressed wJiati it has to de- 
scend toi the expedient of telling a delib- 
erate untruth in order to bolster itself up 
in tho false position which eveii its OiSmi 
friends confess it has pluced itself concern- 
ing this bridge matter xhi its feverish 
anxiety to detract from tho government 
the credit which is f<itr1y duo to it.

(Toronto Week.) 

Sik; — 1 havo read your article on tho 
iiijuriouH results which would follow ap- 
plause from Canada and Auatrnlia to the 
war nianin prevailing in England. I can- 
not ugroe with you that there is a "war 
numia" at home. There is great alarm at 
the progress of tho Ilussian army, more 
oapecially atuong those who, like myaolf, 
have not only sorvod against that army, 
but have euvural timoa visited Russia, and 
therefore kuoiv that tho Ruasiau imperial 
army may bo likened to the hill side of 
one of your great rivers in the Northwest, 
when, as often happens, it moves «n masse 
towards the river- Tho emperor, im- 
perial family, and educated public are aa 
troea on tiin hill side, all bound to go with 
tho move, eomo standing, some falling. 
No doubt a aonthorn soaport ia much 
wanted, but tho reason above ia tho im- 
mediate cause of tho disturbance. Gen. 
Komaroff and his officers have been 
pacified for the present by the handsome 
rewards from tho emperor, who really de- 
sires peace, und is troubled with his 
Frankonatoiu. There is, however, grave 
cause for alarm, and for the preparations 
for dofcuce now being made at home. I 
read the Canadian newspapers carefully, 
but cannot. remember any cureloas ap- 
plauding of a war mania, though some 
think tho utmost liniita of concession in 
favor of peace havo boon reached, and 
the next movo ia rogurdod with anxiety. 
Some piipera hnit thnt Cnnida should fly 
from the aceiio of danger, and throw her- 
self into tho arms of tho United States. I 
believe Canada's destiny is to become a 
nation and an examplo to the United 
States in all those qualities nhich dis- 
tinguish a Buperioc race, and I am far 
from boing alone in this belief. 

You consider it childish to send torpedo 
boats to British Columbia, and you are 
right iu that limit. The late government, 
however, wore considering something 
more definite, and tho papers concerning 
it have been handed to their succesaora i 
in ulhco. It is no less than the formation 
of a formidable place d' armea at Esqui- 
nialt for the British fleet and an array 
corps opposite to Vladi vostock, "Tho 
queen of the I'ajific. " Canada's great 
strategic railway has by its completion 
given birth to thii great naval and mili- 
tary position, only oightoen daya from 
Plymouth, whilo ita rival and "queen" ia 
3000 miles distant from tho nearest rail- 
way station. Russian officers will be tho 
first to appreciate tho true value of this 
new feature in tho theatre of war. 
If there be a landing on holy 
Russian soil they must march to 
turn out the intrudora. Honce a grave 
disadvaniago. They aro now giving 
"chuck to tho queen" in India. We shall 
soon be able to say "check to the king" 
on thoir Pacific coast near China with 
which tiatiou thuy are not on good terms. 
Our adnii rable plivco d'nrmes occupies a 
ooncral position for England, Canada and 
Australia. It is easy of access, has abun- 
dant and excellent coal sloso to it, with 
numerous harbors to shelter tho imperial 
fleet. With regard to provisions there is 
all Canada and British Columbia to be 
drawn on. Should a landing be efTocted 
and earllnvorks and guns mounted on 
Ilusaian soil, tho lumberinon with timber 
from British Columbia could houao tho 
troops. Russian oHicers would have to 
considor how thoy could turn out 20,000 
British troops supported by their fleet. 
Would their army march over the wastes 
of Siberia, or conio by sea f Those would 
be tho questions. Tho anavrer would 
probably be that thoy were not ready yet, 
and that meantime pressure on India 
should be relaxed; in other words, there 
would be no war.

My Boyhood in the Liaud of 
8lmnu. 

Tho fullnwing interesling account of a 
boy's life in the flowory kingdom was read 
before a San Francisco niisaionary socielj' 
by W. J. Gardner, a younger brother of 
Mr. Vruumuii, at proBcnt in thia city, who 
has favored us with tho manuscript fur 
publication: 

I was born at Cantou, and lived there 
mostly during the thirteen years that I 
remained in China. To reach this city, 
ishioh ia tho principal one in Southern 
China, and tho aocond in tho ouitjire as 
regards commerce and wealth, from Hong 
Kong one may avail himself of two means. 
He may tuko passage un board of one of 
the daily atuamors plying between these 
two places. These steamers are built in 
the Same stylo as the river steamers are in 
thia country, and a paasonger will find 
nearly aa good accoiniiiodntion for tho aii 
or seven hours that he will remain un 
board as can bo furnished him here. Or 
ho may take 

I'A.SSAOK IV A C1IINK3E JUNK, 

whicli will utl'er him but meagre 
attractiuiis to do so. It makes 
the distance betwoan the two places, 

about ninety miles, in two or three 

da3'3. I liavu frequently had the ploaaure 
of soeiiiu ilioae cumbrous concerns drop- 
]iing far aatern of ua in a very little while. 
We on board a steamer soemod to ropre- 
aent tho western civilization that was fast 
outstripping the eastern, as represented 
by that innocent juujv- 

As you approach Canton you come in 
sight of a lall pagoda, staiidiiii; near the 
odgi! of a high point of land, on one side 
of I he e.iitr.mce into narrower waters. 
Aflt r yon paasthat pagoda iinmonao tielda, 
[ilanii d with tho ti-choe, a most dolicioua 
fruii for sunimor — a fruit which can be 
apiireciatod only when tasted — stretch 
away on either side of the river. At 
Wlianipoa, the innormoat point that ves- 
sol.s ot deep draught can roach up tho 
rivor, the boat makoa a stop of a few min- 
utes, as a coii.iiderablo number of paaaoii- 
gors leave at tliis point. Whainpna ia a 
picturesque place. Tho river widens just 
enough to make it look like a small land- 
locked inlet of the sea, and many low 
hills, ea!t ivated ami laid out ill terraces 
litur.iliy from Iheir 

.suM.Miis ro rut: watkii-i-INU, 

are on both sides of the ateainor. Here 
is a ehipyard, whore I aiippoao ahipa are 
occaaionally repaired, and there are aornn 
maiiaion-liko d'.i'ollings of liuropeans near 
it. This place ia ospooially dear to me, 
from the fact that my father, who died in 
Canton, was convoyed down here and 
buried. After leaving Whampoa tho 
steamer still piaaiKS botweon ti-choo plan- 
tatioiiH, orange plantations, paddy tielda 
and audi like acenes till the flat, dull- 
looking city of Canton becomes discciti 
ible in tho distance. As you approach the 
city two peculiar features engage your 
attention — first (at least they did mine 
whonovor I was on my way back to Can- 
ton), are iho watch-towors and the pawn- 
brokers' buildings. The watch towers are 
merely aheda built high up in tho air, 
above all housetops, and supported by 
stout bamboo frames. They are built so 
high 'hat the watchnion are able to sco 
any thieves prowling on the housetops 
bulow them, or to notice any fires as soon 
ao they break out.

into live watclies, tho lirat cominoncing 
at dusk, 'i'ho watchmen mark tho co'n- 
mencement of the first watch by striking 
on a little drum with two sticks threo 
tiroes, each tinio beginning with very slow 
limo, and gradually accelerating in speed 
till ho cannot posaibly do better. The 
idea of this periormanco I cannot think 
of, unless it bo to inform the citizens of 
tho time. Aa for tho pawnahopa, you will 
probably ask what ia tliero to be struck 
with them! W.OI, ihoro would be nothing 
if Chinese p'-iwnbrukcrs flourish with tho 
same security from rubbers as thoir 
tirethren do in this country. But in 
China pawiitirokera' ostaldi.'hmenta ceom 
I.' be special ooj^cts of prey to robtiera. 
.V pawnbroker in thia city has an ugly 
scar on hia cheek which lie cold me ho re- 
coivod wlieii a p.iivnshop which he for- 
laorly kept in Chima was being robbed. 
F ■■: a protection, therefore, from robbers, 
and also to be out uf reach as far as pos- 
sitile from fires, thvae pawnshops are 
built about as high as the watch-towers.

in a small degree of tho lawless times of 
Europe, centuries ago, than peaceful 
buniiieas iiistitutiona of tho nineteenth 
century. Thoir total lack of ornamenta- 
tion, v,-iirsu than our faoturius, being with 
o-it •.v:;!d iws, excepting iron gratiiiga or 
narrow slits can be called windows, and 
the dull grey color of tho brick thoy are 
built of, conduce to make them lend a 
moat unpleasiu); appearance to the city. 

To return to tho steamer; when it has 
steamed fairly abreaat of tho oity, you are 
aBtoiiibhod with the large nuinbor of amall 
craft that awarm on every part of the 
rivor you can sot eyes on. They are of 
every description, in fact, their variety 
will make you doubt the truth of Solo- 
mon's words when he declared that there 
was nothing new under the sun. When 
the atoaiiior goes alonii.iido tho wharf, 
tho-'e .small boats swarm on tho ofT side 
with marvelous rapidity, and their own- 
ers, generally wonioii, will scramble on 
board, and at once commence to solicit for 
tho patronage of those passengers whose 
destination is the other side of the river 
with such vehemence and noise thai you 
Could acarccly hear anything olae in tho 
n'"- b;;t tiU'ir noiay jr.fclioriiiga, and all this 
zeal ia for the paltry sum of two or three 
CO Ills. 

CANTON IS AN IMMENSE CITY. 

It cntitaina about a million inhabitants, 
who live together in aomothing like the 
way tho Chinese of our oity do — that is, 
as close together as they conveniently 
can. Tho city was founded according to 
(Miincao authorities, before our ora, and 
tho people who built it woro not 
Chiiioso, because that people was 
confined to the northern part 
of what is now China. Tho buildings of 
Canton were not then under Cliinoso do- 
mination. They were aavago tribes as tho 
Tartars. Tho Ghiiieao oventually con- 
quered them, and owing to their suporior 
genius, ti-inaforined everything into tho 
Chinese form of civilization. The first 
people to come from western countries to 
trade with Canton were the Arabs, who 
made their appearance in tho tenth cen- 
tury, but as is well known, tho people 
who havo made the most of thoir contact 
not only with Cantonese but with all tho 
Chinese people, are tho British. Like 
most all ancient cites. Canton ia enclosed 
with a wall. It is twenty- five feet thick, 
and is entered by 12 gates. The space in- 
side tho wall is the moat important part of 
tho city, but outside it, tho suburbs nearly 
oijual tho walled portion in extent. 
Within the limits of tho wall, including 
Bonao GOO streets, aro most of the govern- 
ment buildings, tho larger temples, thu 
examination hall, and m03t other sights 
worth seeing i.u Canton.

is supposed to have been built in tho year 
250. In another temple, a huge boll, 
made of brass, and cost and aot up about 
two coiituriea ago, was struck by a cannon- 
ball tired by the British whim tlipy bum- 
barded tho city in 1857. A prophecy ut- 
tered at tho time the boll was set up aaid 
that a great calamity will liappun to Can- 
ton when it gives forth a aoimJ, If Jam 
inclinod to be superstitions, which I hope 
I am not, I should say that the prophecy 
was fuUillod, fur the British got the 
upperhnnd, of (J.iinton that time. Tho 
examination hull is for (Jhinose students 
to bo examiiietl in, who seek, if they pass, 
to hold ollice under tho government. 
Each student when undergoing exami- 
nation is furnished with a separate 
apartment, ao that ho can hol-l no com- 
nuinicatioii with any uno else. One of 
tho moat picturesiiMo foreign settlonionta 
in China ia Shamieii, as that in Can- 
ton ia called. Slitimiuii was built by 
tilling up a mud-bank lying oil tlio aouth- 
woaterii suburbs of the city, and is en- 
closed by an enibniikment of granite ma- 
sonry. It ia about 900 yards long by a 
third that distance in width. It coat over 
8300,000 in tho construction. About one- 
half the foreigners in Ounton 

LIVE ON SIH.MIE.V. 
The hoiiaoa are built as nearly like .Aniur- 
ican housoa aa the material will allow, and 
the houses, surrounded by ubuiiJanl foli- 
age, make undoubtedly the only pretty 
part of Canton. It is surioundod en all 
sides by water, and so ia cut nd' from the 
Chinese quarlers altogellier, excepting the 
connection formed by two bridges, guard- 
ed so that no Chinaman uan pass over to 
Shaiuien without a permit. Lnwor dotvn 
the river from Shaniien ia an immense 
Roman Catholic cathedral in the course of 
construction by French priests. It was 
commenced moro than thirty years ago, 
and wiioii the late tr-iibli-a .-ir^sso Ijolweon 
France aiitl China tho Ciinioini.so in.ado it 
so hot for the priesta ihal they bad to 
suapend work and retire to llongkiuig. 
In their ignorance, or ralhor bisjotry, tho 
Chinese thought that in tho event of a 
t'ronch attack on Canton tho latter would 
use tho building to ccnnain aunpowder 
and other animunition, and m to circum- 
vent the French ilesiLies iliey tlireatenud 
to blow un the building uiiloss thoy were' 
allowed to hold it tiiemaelves while tho 
trouble with France la.Ued. 

As the mniibcr ui i.ireign children in 
Canton was very email in proportion to 
Chinese, wo, that ia, my brothora and I, 
miietl more with tho latter frimi our ear- 
liest childhood in all tho amuaonienta 
which children ,iiBually |iiirauo. Wo i.'f- 
ton told atorioB also one to Biiother, most- 
ly of fanciful legends that wore porhapa 
handod down from oiio g-.-neratiun of 
youngsters to another through hundreda 
of years, or of Ltho.st .itoriua lold some- 
times bp individuals who had lliii [iloaauro 
or otherwise of aecing ghosts thomaolves, 
and who desoiibcd them as having square 
heads and such other enurniities. Often 
wo would

to sit down 111 the cool EUiumer evenings, 
and give ua the benefit of hii store of 
stories, and who always demanded in re- 
turn for such favors a cup of tea with 
ploiity of sugar candy in it before he coni- 
mencod, which cup be placed by hia side 
and took a sip from now and then in the 
course of his narrative. Hia woro good 
stories, and we always sat listeuing in 
close attention till summoned to bed. So 
you soe that tho fondness for hearing 
atorioB told ia not confined to Amorican 
or European children. At so-no future 
time, I will try to reproduce a tale as told 
by Chinese experts in that hianch of art, 
when you will sou what astonishing actions 
a human being is capable uf. 

Life in Canton was very tame for ua 
youngsters, somoliinea, a.i wo were gen- 
erally shut in the honso for diys toguihor. 
It was a fortunate cironmaianco that tho 
houses foroigiiora live m are g-'uorally 
very large, so that wo had |;leniy of room 
to amuse ouraolvea in. Now and llieii tiie 
young pcple of tlio community will come, 
together on the occabion of the birthd-.y 
of one of them, or at Christini-j, some 
fitinily will invite the i-lublren of all 
others to a Chrutmas diiiiu;r and a t,-Le. 
Boaidos these occabiunal yalheriiiga, tllore 
woro the monthly sociala hold in each 
house by turns, when everybody will come 
together and havo a good time geiiorally. 
During the evening dillorent gentlemen 
took part in entf rtainni!,' tho company. 
The ladioa comineoced enterl.-iiiiiDg when 
thesolid part of ihu exi':;;i,;os wore over, 
and tho refroshmuiits seived out.

The Flshlnt; Expedition. 

Capt. Pottondrigh, Mr. Mowat, and 
aomo other gontlemen who accompanied 
thom, returned from the North Arm of 
Biir.rard Inlet on Monday, lieaidea largo 
quantitiea of crabs thoy brought samples 
of broani, rock cod, tommy cod, and 
whiting, taken from the deep water" of 
tho arm. No lobsters wore found, al- 
though someatill suppoao thoy exist there. 
TliB 'vater was ao deep (in aomo placea 
nearly 700 feot) that a proper search could 
not bo m<ido with the appliances taken by 
tho party. A small animal was captured 
which ia believed to be a young lobster. 
It wuB leas than an inch in length, and not 
old enough to afford any very reliable in- 
formation. Mr. Mowat and Mr. Bole 
took careful soundings to aaoertain tho 
toraporaturo of tho waters. I<\oin tho 
surface to a depth of 18 foet tho average 
toniporaturo was CO. From 18 feet to 140 
it was found to average 05. Thia is sur- 
prisingly high, and has led to tho suppo- 
sition that the warm Japaneso currents 
go up the whole length of the inlet. The 
ground was found well suited for lobster 
culture, and thoro was abundance of the 
dill'urunt kinds of weeds upon which thoy 
delight to feed. There are also excellent 
beds for oyster culture, but it would bo 
absolutely neceisary to destroy tho star 
fiah which aro exceedingly plentiful 
everywhere. — Cohimbian.

THE FI.OOD IN CHINA. 

A Graphic Description of Hor« 
rors Witnessed nl Cantou 
nail Vicinity. 

VVasuinoton, Aug. 26. — Details of de- 
struction in Canton, China, and vicinity 
by the recent gale and rain-storm thoro 

have boon received by private partinf in 
this city. More than 10,000 personi lo(t 
thoir lives, and by far tho greater number 
left aro in a starving condition. Entire 
villages were engulfed, and the rice and 
silk crop in the vicinity wore almost 
ruined. Rain fell in the latter part of 
Juno, filling and overflowing many rivers, 
A foreigner who was an oyo witnuas to 
tho scone of devastation reports that one 
night tho boat ho occupiod anchored near 
a bamboo grove, and by morning tho wa- 
ter had risen to the tops of tho bamboos. 
At other points it rose as high as forty feet 
during the night time. The inhabitants 
fled from the villages and camped on the 
hillaides. At Kunin, a market place situ- 
ated noar an embankment of one of the 
atroams connected with tho river, which 
brings water from tho north and westj'a 
majority uf tho inhabitants were drowiied 
by the wator breaking through the em- 
bankment. Some escaped to a pior on 
rising ground in the neighborhood, but 
the water continued to rise, and gradually 
overtopped tho elevation, drowning those 
who stood upon it. 

TALE.S Oy DISTRESS. 

Sovontoon Chinoae graduates in Canton, 
hearing of tho distress prevalent in their 
native villngoa, took passage on a boat, 
with a viow to proceeding home, to ren- 
der what assistance they could. On the 
way tho bout was capsized, and all who 
were in it drowned. In some places par- 
ents tied thoir children on b'gh branches 
of trees, whilst thoy instituted measures 
for their general safety . The troes were 
washed up by the roots, and the heart- 
rending cries of the children were silenced 
in the surging water. 

The body of a bride, dressed in her 
bridal robes was found floating in the 
river at Cantcn. A lirgo tub was also 
seen. It waa picked up, and found to 
contain a boy and a girl. With them waa 
found a paper, stating their names and 
the day and hour of thoir birth. The 
parents had instituted thia means to save 
the lives of their offapring. Tho writer 
adds that the suffering which thousands 
aro enduring is heartrending, parout.i re- 
plying with tears in thoir eyes to their 
children's requests for food that they have 
nono. People arc obliged t3 use the filth- 
iest water, and this, added to the disease 
which will ensue upon the subsidence ot 
tho water, will greatly aggravate the hor- 
ors uf tho situation. Meantime all that, 
ia being done by tho inhabitants to abate 
their misery ia the boating of gongs, the 
burning of incense and the howling ol 
prayers to idols.

Particulars* of the ICccent Shark 
Incident. 

By the arrival of the steamer W. G. 
Hall, at San Francisco from Windward, 
on the 30th ult. , news was received of a 

torribl eoccurronce off the soastof Hawaii, 
near tho ICau District, resulting in the 
loss of tho schooner Pohoiki, owned by 
Mark Robinson, Esq., tho captain, his 
wife and son, and two of the crow. The 
circumstances, so far as can be at present 
obtained from native sources, are that the 
schooner was running for a lee, having en- 
countered heavy weather, when a iquall 
struck the vesaol, capsizing her and throw- 
ing all on board into tho water. The 
captain'a wife and child almost immedi- 
ately disappeared, and soon afterwards 
I ho tell-tale tins of numerous sharks were, 
seen. A boat that had been towing asterii^/ 
of the capaizod vesaol was secured by two" 
of the men, who got into it and endeav- 
ored to rescue the others, three in num- 
ber, who wore yet in the water. Tho 
sharks in the meantime had attacked the 
captain, pulling him under the water abd 
tearing his right leg in a horrible manner; 
whila endeavoring to get him in the boat, 
the rescuers were horrified to see another 
of tho voracious m(m3tera fasten on th^ 
other leg of tho unfortunate man aud 
mutilate that aleo. Tho two sailors irj the 
water also fared badly, one having a 
piece of flesh taken from the left 
aide by a bite of one of the 
maneaters, the other losing the gireat^- 
portion of tho loft arm. The captain was 
haulod into tho boat, as also thu two sail- 
ors, but the informant stated that the 
body of the captain was again thrown 
ovorboard. A landing was finally effected 
at Kaawaloa, where Dr. B. Q. Baker, 6a* 
being called, attended to tho injured lussn. 
Further and moro dofinito particulars are 
anxiously expected by the Kinau.

[Chicago Tribuno.] 

An inventor living in Glens Falls, N. 
Y., has recently perfected a re ler pulp 
machine by which sawdust, shavings, 
chips or any refuse of mills can bo made 
into a first-class quality of printing paper 
frithbut'eycn the addition, as has hereto- 
fore 'been foiled necessary, of expensive 
materia'Iike'^rags, cotton or jute. It has 
also"' been found possible to make a fair 
qnality-of ' paper from tho debris of sugar 
cane, - cotton stalks, wild hemp, and even 
weedd, while soft woods like spruce, pine, 
fir, hemlock and poplar make a paper in 
every way aagood as the best quality now 
Tised.by.the newspapers. Some made en- 
tirely frbnai sawdust had a tensile strength 
per square inch of seventeen pounds, 
while the average rag paper has a strength 
of but twelve pounds. 

The new machine presses the material 
between immense rollers, which roll over 
it an innumerable number of times as they 
revolve within an inclosed cylinder, tho 
inner surfsRo of this cylinder "forming an 
endless bed, on which the rolh^rs roll the, 
materl d.being continuously forced under 
these, rollers by its circulation. The dis- 
integration is assisted t)y the action of 
steam under pressure of iifty to eighty 
pounds, to which is added a small per 
cent of alkali, which neutralizes the acids 
ond destroys tho gum of tho wood. The 
steam' and alkali also softens and toughens 
the fibre oo that it is not broken by tho 
rollei^ : . Paper mode from this pulp is 
adapted to the manufacture of paOs. 
barrels, .and moldings, or from the best 
grades ^ure white paper can be made, 
and'.' tluit.at a reduction over the old way. 
It Is cl&lmwd, of from 80 to 50 per cent.
